SUBJECT: START Policy Review

Despite the current situation in Poland, we must
recognize that international developments may make it
politically advantageous for the U.S. to announce a
date for the resumption of Strategic Arms Reductions
Talks within a reasonable period of time. To provide
the President with the option to take advantage of such
a situation, we must move forward as quickly as possible
with the development of a START position which serves
our national interests. I have sent the attached
memorandum to the President to this effect.

I am aware that several alternative possibilities
are under consideration and that the detailed analysis
of these is underway. However, because of the complexity
of the issues involved and their importance to U.S. na-
tional security policy, we must ensure that adequate time
is available for high-level consideration of alternative
approaches.

I therefore request your cooperation in the prompt
completion of the technical and political analysis of our
START options, with a view to being ready to submit
recommendations to the National Security Council no later

than May 1.
